ready to suffer her share of hardships 
for mistakes committed in the past, 
but the country trusted that the bur- 
den put upon its shoulders would not 
exceed its powers of endurance. 


Charges Allied Deception. 


He said “that while Hungary had 
endeavored to stick to the letter of the 
armistice agreement, this was not the 
case on the side of the entente. Had 
he known this would be so he would 
not have signed the pact. Hungary its 
now a country free of the great faults 
of the past with regard to its political 
system, social developme..t, and the 
freedom of the various nationalities.” 

Follewing the prime minister’s 
speech, the members of the mission 
spent two hours examining the coun- 
try’s needs with the cabinet ministers 
who had gathered for this purpose at a 
special meeting at the premier’s palace.

Released Chicago Boy 
Doesn’t Favor Kindness

New York, Jan. 12.—[Special.J~

Seaman John Voght, who once lived 
on North avenue, Chicago, but whose 
home is now at 3042 North Rampart 
etreet, New Orleans, voiced that senti- 
ment, and he ought to know. He was 
a prisoner of the Germans from July 
7 until Dec. 7. The date is significant. 
At that time the German people and 
army were still confident that they 
would smash the allies and the United 
States.

They 
never saw men Celiberately starve 
other men or make them live in filthy, 
fever ridden, vermin ridden camps 
without letting them take baths for 
three months. They never saw a man 
beaten, really beaten. They may have 
fen some bird get his head punched, 


man beaten till he was half dead. 

“TI never was beaten, for, thank God, 
I wasn’t British. Last surnmmer the

they hated the British worse. Sick 
and starved as I was, there were times 
when I could have cried for pity at 
the fiendish brutality of the Germans 
toward the British prisoners. The 
jife of American prisoners was a hell, 
but the life of the British prisoners 
was ten times worse. 

“ After the Germans got it through 
their heads that they were whipped 
they tried to be real nice. 

Seaman Voght was on an American 
scout patrol boat which went. to the 
rescue ofa fallen ‘British seaplane off 
Ostend. They went in too close and 
were shelled by the German shore bat- 
ieries. One shell hit and wrecked the 
boat. but injured none of the seven 
thereon.

In three 
months she is capable of handling 
them. The army made arrangements 
to turn out excellent nurses in a year. 
The Mayo clinic gives them a year of 
training. That's sufficient for me.” 

“Do you think the situation is acute 
enough to warrant action?” 

“I think it acute enough that I will 
support any movement to give nurses 
a training of a year and allow them to 
practice in this state. I think we need 
a large supply of practical nurses 
available to the rank and file at rea- 
sonable rates, I think a change in the 
nursing law should be made to en- 
large the guild of women who care for 
the sick.”

The war committee of the Union 
. League club is preparing an appeal to 
the state legislature for immediate ac- 
tion to provide employment for war 
workers and returning soldiers. It will 
urge the rushing of road and other 
state construction and the adoption of 
a like policy by all cities, as well as 
other states and the nation. 

The appeal asserts that only with 
an enormous amount of public work 
can the “grave unemployment prob- 
-lem” be avoided. 

Little hope is gtven of getting extra 
work in other lines. 


Do Not Await Lower Costs. 


The committee, headed by F. B. John- 
stone, is vigorous inits appeal Part of 
it says: | 

“Only prompt action by government 
and municipal agencies, through the 
inauguration of public work on a 
large scale, can avail in meeting the 
impending critical situation, the conse- 
quent acute suffering, and the unrest 
that will follow in the wake of wide- 
spread idleness. Interrupted work 
should be resumed at once; deferred 
work should be begun, new work con- 
templated for a later date should be 
promptly planned and taken up now 

“The community should not post- 


| diers and war workers. There is no 
question of the need for thoroughgoing 
extension of existing railroad facilities;

FORFOOD SEEN 


Grain Dealers Think After 
War Readjustment Is 
Beginning. 


BY CHARLES D. MICHAELS. 
The long deferred readjustment of 
‘prices as a result of the ending of_the 
/war is believed by grain traders to be 
at hand. It started last Thursday, 
‘when the food administration and war 
‘trade board removed restrictions on im- 
ports of Argentine corn. The selling 
that followed carried prices down 7@ 
12¢c in two days, with February leading. 

Sentiment of the grain trade, especial- 
‘ly the speculative element, is extremely 
bearish. It is so much so that their de- 
' sire to depress values is so great that 
| the market becomes oversold on sharp 
bréaks and quick upturns follow. 

There is a feeling of unrest in the 


are many factors favoring lower prices, 
but it is not reasonable to expect that 
the extreme will be reached in the very 


There has beén immense liquidation by 
the holders of corn in all positions and 
greathy increased pressure from short 
seers. The buying power is said to 
have been greatly reduced, owing to the 
changed conditions: in Argentina. Orre 
thiig to-be feared is labor unrest, which 
is on in Argentina and abroad, and a 
reducéd cost of living is desirable. With 
tower prices for corn, other values might 
be affected. 

Corn prices in Argentina are 68c, 
against $1.35@1.40 in Chicago. The 
freight is 35@40c to the Atlantic sea- 
board. .

available in May, it will have 200,000,000 
bu for export this year. Most of the 
Argentine corn goes to Europe, and this 
year it is expected to fill their require- 
ments, as the plans of the food adrhin- 
istration do not include the exportation 
of our corn. : 

For the year ended June 30, 1914, there 
Were 12,290,000 bu Argentine corn im- 
ported into the United States. At the 
same time we exported 10,725,000 bu. 
The price in Argentina declined 7c last 
week, and it is offered at $1.25, deliv- 
ered in New York, in bags. This is 25@ 
30c under the price of American. . 

Hog Prices Help Corn. 

The corn price is a big factor in influ- 
encing that of beef and hogs, as it enters 
largely into their manufacture. For 
months the price has been sustained by 
the high level ef hogs, and the question 
now confronting the trade is: Will the 
price of hogs be maintained by the food 
administration und the packers? A low- 
ering of the level at the meeting Jan. 23 
would probably have a depressing effect 
upon corn, unless the price declines ma- 
terially before that period. Despite the 
@écline in corn here the last. week, they 
are about the same to a little higher 
than a month ago. 

A good deal of spreading at present is 
on in buying of corn in Argentina and 
sales of July in this market. It will be 
a long time,’ however, before any Ar- 
gentine corn reaches the seaboard in vol- 
ume.
